HE wage dlapute between 
British shipyard — en- 
‘gineors and thelr employers, 

‘ culminating lost Saturday 
vin a walk-out by 200,000 
workers, could not have 
come at 4 more inopportune 
time, It brings distocation 
to the Industry coincident 
with a tremendous ship- 
building challenge by Japan 
and West Germany, and a 
sugaing national economy. 
Prolongation of the strike 
will have very — serious 
effects; ita extension to other 
industries, as threatened, 
would be disastrous, 

Neither the shipyard owners 
‘nor thelr workers carn any 
merit marks for the man- 
ner in which they have 
conducted negotiations. The 
enginecern started out with 
a demund for a ten per cent 
increase in wages, which 
was unjustifiable, and have 
refused to budge from their 
position; the «employers 
adopted the attitude from 
the beginning that they 
would not entertain wage 
increases, Both sides have 
displayed {mplacabillty, 
ruling out any chance of 
a compromise, 

The decision by both parties 
to indulge in atrial of 
strength must be deplored. 
It can achieve nothing that 
iss antisfactory to cither 
side. It is bound to resuit 
in British shipyards losing 
orders which are desperately 
needed for the sake of the 
nation’a economy and — its 
financial resources which 
have become strained and 
requiring all the sustenance 
they can be given.

earlier by the imous 4th 
century BC sculptor, Praxiteles, |. 
Is now in the Athens National 
Archaeological Museum. 


Another characteristic tind is 
that of a large number of the 
speclil kind of imarble seats 
used, according to Professor 
Kontoleon, by the numerous 
visitors tu the market for rest- 
ing. 


The history of the Island

than the unions, however, 
accopting the Government's one 
of arbitration, But the unions 
steadfastly refused to pul thelr 
case before a court of inquiry 
so tho stage wus set for another 
protracted and profitless strike 
dn o vital industry.

It will have not only 
a Ubrary, but a theatre with 
100 seats, and will occupy In 
total, 5,000 square fect. 

THE LIBRARY 

Admission is free. The library 
will be “open shelf" with bor 
rowing privileges to the public.

Films will be shown in the 
theatre which will also be avail- 
able tu other cultural institutions 
for lectures and exhibitlons, A 
programme of music will be 
given In the thealre dhrough a 
high fidelity system.
